The Monsignor was mentioned in a} 
recent account of a purported secret 
meeting of Catholic action printed in 
the newspaper Lavoro Fascista, as 
uttering anti-Pascist sentiments.

imported was hard coal, and this the} 
Dominion did not produce herself 

“The only good we do by putting | 
hard coal from Russia on the prohib- 
ited list is to throw business to our 
friends the United States,” the form- 
er minister declared, He had tried 
to ascertain the reason why the Gov- 
ronment had barred goods from Rus- 
sia. Apparently it was because Rus- 
sia “is an ungodly nation and because 
she has a system of government with | 
which we do not agree,” 

“Are we acting as a Christian na-| 
tion when we declare cconomic war) 
against another country?” asked Mr.| 
Euler, He held no brief for Russia, | 
he had no sympathy with the methes 
adopted in that country, but he felt 
that nothing but harm could come to 
Canada through the imposition of the 
embargo, He referred to the ineon- 
sistency—“I almost said hypocrisy"— 
of the Canadian High Commissioner 
in Great Britain who had called into 
the wheat conference delegates from 
Russia, 

“Those delegates must haye heen 
laughing up their sleeves when we 
said that we wanted to have nothing 
to do with them, and then, by a side) 
door procedure, we asked them to do 
something for us,” remarked Mr. 
Euler,

*" Complaint is made that the machinery 
is not moving fast enough in the register- 
ing of single unemployed men who are to 
come under the city’s new relief system; 
that in some cases men have to wait for 
days before meal tickets are issued to 
them. 

It is necessary of course that benefi- 
ciaries of the scheme should be registered, 
And certainly care should be taken to see 
that other cities are not shipping their un- 
employed men to Edmonton, or treating 
them so meanly that they flock here in 
hope of faring better, 

But hungry men should not be made 
to wait on ceremony. Wherever they 
come from, they should be fed. The rec- 
ords can be looked up afterward, and ar- 
rangements made to send any of them 
who are not Edmonton residents back to 
the points from which they came. 


WHO GETS THE BONUS? 


Definite announcement has not yet 
been made as to how the five cent “bonus” 
on exported wheat is to be paid, or at 
what point in the movement of the grain 
from the farm to the oversea market. The 
general understanding is that the contri- 
bution from the Dominion treasury will go 
to reduce the ocean freight rates on the 
wheat. 

But in that event the bonus will not go 
into the pocket of the farmer, but that of 
the oversea buyer. By doing his buying 
in Canada the purchaser on the other side 
of the ecean would be entitled to the re- 
duction in the ocean rates, since he would 
be paying the freight. That would do the 
farmer no good. 

Neither would it be fair to the Cana- 
dian miller, whose competitor oversea 
could buy Canadian wheat for his mill 
five cents per bushel cheaper than the 
price the Canadian miller must pay plus 
freight. Canadian flour would thus be 
handicapped in competing in oversea mar- 
kets where competition is already keen, 
and the tendency would be to slow up that 
branch of Canadian industry and throw 
more men out of work. 

The net result of this arrangement 
would be that the Canadian Government 
would pay five cents a bushel to reduce 
the price of Canadian wheat abroad; in 
other words, would subsidize dumping in 
world markets by that amount. However 
willing they might be to help the wheat 
grower, Canadian taxpayers will hardly 
enthuse over a proposal that they supply 
cheap flour to oversea consumers with 
no resultant benefit to the grower. 

If the Government wants to help the 
farmer it had better pay the bonus to him 
directly. 


RUSSIA VERSUS CANADA 

The Canadian trade commissioner at 
Hamburg quotes official figures issued at 
Moscow to show that in 1930 Russia im- 
ported goods to the value of $543,800,000, 
and exported products to the value of 
$532,100,000. 

An official statement isaued at Ottawa 
shows that in 1930 Canada imported goods 
to the value of $1,008,479,479, and export- 
ed products to the value of $885,906,266 

That is to say the 150,000,000 people 
in Russia bought abroad something more 
than half the amount of goods bought 
abroad by the 10,000,000 people in Can- 
ada, and exported something like two- 


thirds the amount of products.

ussia’s trade was boomed last year as 
t result of the carrying on of the five 
veer plan which involves the spending of 
32.900,000,000 rubles, or $64,000,000,000 
Canada's trade received no stimulus 
from an extraordinary outpouring of capi- 
tal investment, and represented only the 
normal operations of buying and selling in 
a season of universal trade lethargy and 
depressed prices. 

Russians went hungry, shoeless and in 
rags, and submitted to serfdom, in order 
to achieve the export of $532,100,000 
worth of products. No Canadian suffered 
want or loss of personal liberty in orde: 
that Canada might ship $885,906,366 
worth of foodstuffs and other products to 
outside markets. On the contrary, there 


were more exportable products left in the 
country than were shipped out. 

These are facts which Canadians 
should know, and ponder, They establish 
the perspective, and show to what extent 
it is true that Russia “dominates” the 
world markets, And they provide a stand- 
ard for judging how much reality there is 
in the claim that the Soviet five year plan 
is a success, and that other countries must 
adopt the Soviet model or perish. 

If the best the Soviet can do with its 
five year plan is to enable 22 Russians to 
export aS much products as one Canadian 
exports, and to enable 30 Russians to buy 
as much abroad as one Canadian buys, the 
plan would seem to have some way to go 
yet before it is any whooping success.

I have not, because the current 
economic situation simply does not 
justify any such indiseriminate in-

A reckless restoration of our forests 
might well prove as inadvisable as the

The uncritical forestry enthusiast 


has hitherto started his thinking with 
the following assumptions:-— 

(1) That America will 
ever-increasing population, 

(2) That this ever-increasing popu- 
lation will mean an ever-increasing 
demand for lumber. 

(3) That an ever-increasing acre- 
age of land placed under agricultural 
cultivation will mean an ever-decreas- 
ing acreage of land devoted to forests 


The most cursory survey of the cur- 
rent economic scene shows that all of 
these assumptions are groundless 

(1) Research in the field of popu- 
lation growth ventures the prediction 
that seems to me sound that parts 
of America are rapidly approaching 

| a relatively stable population 

(2) A stationary population will not 
be likely to make an increasing de- 
mand for jumber, especially in view 
of the already extensive and increas- 
ingly used wood-substitutes. 

(3) As we evolve an intelligent 
land-utilization program we are 
pretty sure to see a lessening rather 
than an increasing of acreage devoted 
to agricuiture

FREUD AT SEVENTY-FIVE 

This article is written on the sev- 
enty-fifth birthday of Dr. Sigmund 
Freud, of Vienna. The occasion is 
worthy of note to all interested in 
mental fitness. It may be that no 
living man has more profoundly in- 
fluenced his generation than this re- 
tiring physician of the mind, whom 
his fellow-physicians so long ignored 
or ridiculed, But twenty years of lean 
recognition were followed by twenty 
years of abundant honor, cuiminating 
on this day, when the world sends him 
congratulations, 

This is not the place to consider 
the scientific foundation nor the prac- 
| tical value of Freud's teachings. ‘They 
have vitalized psychology and psychi- 
atry as has no other contribution 
They have stimulated discussion and 
controversy. Freudianism may for the 
present be the name of the system of 
psychology which he developed, as 
| Darwinism for a time was the name 
for the theory of evolution. Because 
of its application to the cure of mental 
ailments, it has been called psycho- 
analysis. Freud's is a psychoanalytic 
psychology. 

It sets forth that the subconscious 
is by far the deepest and most im- 
portant part of man's mental life; that 
this deep psychic life is largely emo- 
tional in nature, dealing with primi- 
tive urges and their satisfaction; that 
the experience of infancy and child- 
hood are the decisive ones for the in- 
dividual fate.

made of spruce leaves or other green 
leayes which you may come across in 
your travels... A very small amount of 
the tomato juice (as little as a table- 
spoonful), or of the tea, will supply 
vitamin © if used each day. Thies is 
the antiscorbutic vitamin.

Ambrose Grey, Well 
Known Pioneer, Dies 


A native son of St, Albert and one 
of the earliest ploneer babies to be 
born in this section of Alberta, Am- 
brose Grey, who spent his entire life- 
time in and around the Edmonton 
district, has just passed away at the 
St. Paul hospital, according to word 
reaching Edmonton today He leaves 
a wife and an adopted daughter to 
mourn his loss, 

The late Mr, Grey was well known | 
in Edmonton and especially among | 
old-timers. He was a notable figure | 
in the city for many years, and in the 
early days established a trading post 
at Lesser Slave Lake, which he con- 
ducted for some time, later becoming 
a Dominion government homestead in- 
spector, In 1901 he himself took up 
a homestead on the’ banks of the 
North Saskatchewan at what is now 
called Brosseau, He had resided in 
he Brosseau-Duvernay area since 

Mr. Grey was taken to the hospital | 
al St. Paul on February 3, 1930, as a 
diabetes patient and under the care | 
ot doctors and nurses there had made 
steady improvement until a recent re- 
lapse, from which he failed to re- 
cover 

The funeral was held from the 8t 
Laurent church at Brosseau and was | 
attended by a large number of friends 
among whom were many pioneers of 
the district. Interment was made in 
Si Laurent cemetery.

INADEQUATE in this respect, that 
many men, owing to war experience 
require special consideration as re- 
gards proper food, and also tn that 
the majority of these veterans and 
their dependents require clothing as 
well as food; 

DEGRADING in that to obtain 
this relief we are required to work at 
a low scale of wages, which is not in 
accordance with the maintenance of 
Canadian standards, and that, believ- 
ing this to be true, the Edmonton Ex- 
Servicemen's Association is opposed 
to being used in any capacity as 
“scab” labor 

RE MARRIED MEN: The city re- 
lief does not provide food that ts tn 
accordance with proper health, and 
the result is that many, children are 
today undernourished and improper- 
ly clothed, and also a large number 
of families are threatened with evic- 
tion from homes 

Be it Resolved, (2) 

That relief measures, though neces- 
sary at the present time, will never 
be satisfactory te the ex-soldier while 
Government work of any kind Is be 
ing carried out by alien labor, and we 
feel convinced that the Federal Gov 
ernment will sustain our morals 
employing the rightful eitizens of this

Bennett's body was found  Iast 
month by Kelly Sunderman, veteran 
guide, near Tillicum Creek, His rifle, | 
gnawed by walves, a pack sack and 
shreds of clothing, also wolf-torn, 
were beside the remains of the boy 
who set out wit&® only a pack-horse 
for a companion, 

Confident that he would” get 
through, the stalwart young Briton 
who hoped to enter his country’s dip- 
lomatic service when he came of age, 
had not given up hope when he wrote 
his last diary-item on November 16 
He had eaten the raw meat of a buck 
he shot a few days before, his hands 
and toes were frogen, his feet terribly 
raw——but he jotted down his confi- 
dence that he would reach McLeod

Total Mileage Involved is | 


277%, Divided Into 
Nine Jobs 


‘Tenders for @ total of nine road 
construction projects, of which five 
are of standard earth grade,and four 
are gravelling, were called on Thura- 
day by Hon, O. L. McPherson, minis- 
ter of public works, The tenders are 
returnable on June 16 

The total mileage 
of which 178 1s gravelling 
standard earth grade 

This is the largest allotment of ten- 
ders at a time the province has made 
in the last several years, The Jasper 
highway will benefit to the extent of 
78 miles of gravelling 

Of the standard earth grade pro- 
jects, one of 20 miles, between Islay 
and Lloydminster, will bring up to 
first-class classification the last sec~ 
tion of road on the main stretch from 
this city to Lloydminster 

The Edmonton-Wainwright highway 
will be extended up to standard a 
distance of 2244 miles east of the pre- 
sent extremity, from Tofield to Hol- 
den 

The Camrose-east highway ts being 
prolonged 25 miles between Daysland 
and Bedgewick 
SOUTH BENEFITS 

In the southern part of the pro- 
vince the Lethbridge-Macleod highway 
is being extended east from Taber to 
Grassy Lake, @ distance of 20 miles 

An important project will be car- 
ried out on the Edmonton-Calgary 
highway. Between Leduc and Wetas- 
kiwin, there will be important grade 
revisions, At a point three miles south 
of Millet, there will be a small steel 
bridge built across a creek, while @ 
new contract will be let to eliminate 
several curves and straighten out the 
road to connect with a new stretch of 
highway that will skirt the western 
boundary of Wetaskiwin 

Wetaskiwin is one of the new points 
in the province that has not yet come 
into the 50-50 arrangement with the 
province on building a standard high- 
way,through its boundaries, Thus it 
is necessary for the province to just 
miss the boundary 

In this connection it 1s expected 
there will be a delegatjon of protest 
from some residents of Wetaskiwin on 
Friday, who will seek to have the 
highway pass through the city, 

Of the gravelling projects, one calls 
for stone from Seba Corner to Styal, 
a distance of 18 miles to the east end 
of the abandoned railroad grade and 
a further stretch of about 60 miles to 
Carrot Creek will likewise be gra- 
velled 

From Tofield to the west, five miles 
there will be gravelling, thus complet- 
ing the Tofield highway 

A second course gravelling project 
will be carried out on the Edmonton- 
Clyde section, a distance of 40 miles, 
while a 55-mile project on the Medi- 
cine Hat-Calgary highway from Crow- 
foot to Brooks will also be completed

of an address before the Optimist 
club at ite luncheon meeting in the 
Macdonald hotel Thursday Presi- 
dent Wm, Bayley occupied the chair 

Continuing, Mr. Howe said “Al 
successful legislation is compromise 
You cannot force a new code of ha- 
bits on an unwilling people by law 
The human factor in the equation up 
sets all caloulations, and when you 
legislate beyond the moral conscious- 
ness of a people you are courting dis- 
aster. Yet we find legislators of to- 
day believing that traditional habita 
and personal conduct in regard to in- 
nocent habits can be changed over- 
night by merely passing a law, if the 
penalties are severe enough,” 

FOUR SYSTEMS. 

Liquor legislation could be divided 
into four classes, stated the speaker 
These are (1) Heensing system 
whereby the state regulates the sale 
through private individuals; (2) com- 
ystem, whereby a monopoly is 
granted to a company, profits are

“Freak legislation is an excess to be 
guarded against at all cost Let us 
beware of sudden jumpe Let us ra 
ther be content to go slowly, and by 


education bring public opinion into 
line with the legislation proposed and 
thus avoid a big jump in the wrong 
| direction, Let us in Alberta be guid- 
ed by experience, and we will avoid 
much of the trouble our neighbors 
find themselves in by attempting to 
do too much at one stroke,”
